Revision.^ in American Game 
Rules Since 1906 Lessen Op- 
porlunily for Injury 



l-ootball rtilcs, in the States, have 
been mnde safer than ever this year, 
foHowinp the demand.s made that the 
r.Mithness of the game mutit be doiio 
away with. / 

Kevisions aloiip thin lino havo been 
made encb year since lOOti In an ef- 
fort to lessen opportunity ft>r injury 
to players and also to prevent pames 
from bciinf won and lost by techiil- 
r.-atltles. The chanpes Inst year seem 
to have brmmlit the same near the 
point desired, for fewer changes were 
niiide this time than at any meeting 
within the last ten years. 

The revl.sion this vr.ir which litis 
attracted more atti-ation and more 
criticism thaa any oth 'r Is the .amend- 
ment which prohibits the nend coach 
from walkinp np and down the side 
lines. In the past, .(..iclies like Yost, 
by following their te.xins ns the battle 
ebbed and flowed between tlie two 
Koals. more easily couljl see what play 
or plays were provl:i< effective and 
where I'le opponen-s were saining. 
Thua hte.v were able lo send iiistriic- 
1 ions to the qtinrter'>ark and captain 
as to both offense and defense. 

Anotlui- important change and one 
that has don» away with a trouble- 
some technicality in the rtilcs Is the 
revision prnhibitinp t.hp "groundlnp 
of ft forward paws." Unsl year, and 
even before that, the forward passer, 
if caught yards behind the line of 
pass, would to.ss it to thn ground bo- 
fore belner tackled, ih^reby creatlnp 
(III incomplete forward pa.-is.
